All the survivors were ‘urned. 
Three more s were taken 
alive from the water but died 
on the way to hospital. By mid- 
day the bodies of 10 others had 
been picked up. Rough seas 
handieapped the search for ad- 
ditional survivors or bodies. 

The four-engineed DC-4 liner, 
Star of the Orient, made a nor- 
mal takeoff at 3:40 a.m. from the 
United States Air Force Kindley 
base for Havana, Cuba, on the 
last leg of a flight from Madrid 
via the Azores. It had landed at 
Kindley base at 2:20 a.m. 

Apparently an engine caught 
fire as the plane roared out over 
the sea. 

Burning Gasoline on Water. 

The big airliner plunged into 
the water two to three miles off- 
shore. The wreckage sank almost 
at once. Gasoline spread over the 
water and burst into flame. 

Harbor craft, planes, British 
navy vessels and the United 
States coast guard cutter Yakutat 
joined in the search for sur- 
vivors. 

The Yakutat reported that ap- 
parently the plane had disinte- 
grated when it crashed. Doors 
and cushions were floating in the 
debris. 

One of the survivors, Alice Eu- 
banks of Hamilton, picked up by 
the Yakutat’s boats owed her life 
to Cuban Orlando Lopez Suarez, 
the plane steward. 

Suarez saw the woman floating 
beside him. She was hysterical 
and screaming. -He kept her 
afloat, despite her struggles, until 
both were saved. 

A second woman was in such 
hysterical condition that she 
could not be identified. 

Compania Cubana de Aviacione, 
owner of the plane, is an fate 
of Pan American World Airways. 

The giant plane was piloted by 
Capt, Louis Sastre, one of Cuba’s 
best-known commercial pilots. 
Sastre’s brother died of natural 
causes in Havana last night. 

Other Crashes Near Bermuda. 

On at least two previous occa- 
sions passehgers have survived 
plane crashes in Bermudan wa- 
ters. In November 1949, a United 
States Air Force B-29 crashed in 
the sea some 300 miles northeast 
of the island after failing to lo- 
cate Kindley field in bad weather. 
Eighteen of the 20 men aboard 
were picked up after drifting 
three days in rubber lifeboats. 

In January 1939, an Imperial 
Airways flying boat carrying 13 
persons m New York to Ber- 
muda a forced landing at 
sea. Ten persons were rescued 
after 10 hours in the sea in life- 
belts. 

A four-engined British luxury 
liner, the Star Tiger, disappeared 
about 300 miles from its Bermuda 
destination in January 1948, with 
29 persons aboard. Among them 
was Sir Arthur Coningham, re- 
tired British air marshal. 


LONDON FOG SO THICK DUCK 
COLLIDES WITH PEDESTRIAN 


LONDON, Dec. 6 (UP)—The fog 
was so thick in London a mallard 
duck flew into a pedestrian. 

The sooty, freezing pall. envel- 
oped south England and London 
for the second day and threatened 
to develop into one of the prize 
“nea soupers” in years. Land, 
sea and air traffic was disrupted. 
One train took eight hours and 
51 minutes for a 35-mile trip, 
normally requiring 65 minutes.

In Tokyo a Far East Air Force 
spokesman said that “if the at- 
tack really was an attempt on the 
President-elect’s life—and we are 
not sure that it was—it was com- 
pletely turned back.” 

The Air Force did not disclose 
the location of the radar unit. 
Presumably it was not near Seoul 
since no air raid alert was sound- 
ed here. The unit might have 
been on an island off the west 
coast of Korea. 

The spokesman said, however, 
the planes making the attack 
were small and propeller driven. 

Possible Explanation. 

“It is highly possible,” he said, 
“that these little planes did not 
come from Manchuria or deep in 
North Korea. Planes of that type 
can be hidden under any hay 
Stack and their home base might 
have been in Korea near the spot 
where. the attack took place. 

“In that case they would not 
have had to fly through the ef- 
fective air cover further north.” 

The enemy planes dropped 
bombs which “fell close to the 
installation from which person- 
nel were directing the Allied 
night interceptors.” But the 
spokesman said security also 
blacked out any information on 
whether damage was caused. 

Allied anti-aircraft fire was di- 
rected at the enemy planes from 
land-based and United Nations 
naval units. 

The night fighter screen pro- 
tecting the Seoul area “was never 
penetrated,” said the Air Force. 

Only meager details of the en- 
gagement were contained in the 
brief Air Force announcement. 

Radar installations of the 502d 
Tactical Control Group first de- 
tected “enemy aircraft” in west- 
ern sectors of North Korea at 
7:05 p.m. Radar tracks, heading 
toward Seoul, were observed on 
the scopes. | 

Allied night fighters and Ma- 
rine interceptors which were on 
night air combat patro] in the 
area were sent out to intercept 
the enemy aircraft. 

More night fighters quickly 
took to the air. 

‘Hostile Aircraft Tracked.’ 

Between 7:00 and 8:00 p.m., 
“five enemy aircraft were plotted 
by the radar units.” In a three- 
hour period. a total of 11 “hos- 
tile aircraft” were tracked, the 
Air Force said. 

“All contact with the enemy 
by: the night fighters were made 
under adverse weather condi- 
tions,” said the Air Fore release. 
“The night was dark with light 
snow and low ceilings prevailing 
throughout the contact area.” 

The Allied planes came from 
the United States Fifth Air Force 
319th Fighter-Interceptor Squad- 
ron and the Marine 513th Fighter- 
interceptor Squadron. 

The Air Force announced ear- 
lier that one F-86 Sabre jet was 
lost in‘combat over northwest Ko- 
rea during the week while jets 
threw up a protective screen 
against any such Communist aer- 
ial attack.

5 Allied Planes Lost in Week.

MARTHUR SAYS 
THERE'S ‘CLEAR 
KOREA SOLUTION 


Tells N.A.M. All Should 
Pray for President - 
Elect in ‘Self -Ap- 
pointed’ Task. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, men- 
tioning President-elect Eisenhow- 
er publicly for the first time 
since the election, says “there is 
a clear and definite solution to 
the Korean conflict.” 

MacArthur, in a speech last 
night to the National Association 


of Manufacturers, said he was 
confident a solution “can be ex- 
ecuted without either an unduly 
heavy price in friendly casualties 
or any increased danger of pro- 
voking universal conflict.” 

The ousted Far East command- 
er did not go into details, saying 
that basic decisions are involved 
“which I recognize as improper 
for public disclosure or discus- 
sion.” He said, “It is well known 
that my own views have not been 
sought in any way.” 

Mention of Eisenhower. 

Of Eisenhower and Korea, 
MacArthur said: 

“Our respected President-elect 
has gone there in search for an 
honorable end to so tragic 3 
slaughter, and all Americans join 
in prayer that he may safely pass 
through the hazards involved and 
accomplish his self-appointed 
task with vision and wisdom.” 

MacArthur’s mention of Eisen- 
hower appeared significant for 
these reasons: 

Although he gave the key- 
note address at the Republican 
national convention last July, 
MacArthur did not indorse 
Eisenhower during the cam- 
paign. 

Following the election victory 
MacArthur voiced approval of 
the Republican success without 
referring specifically to Eisen- 
hower. MacArthur, who him- 
self had been mentioned as a 
possible Republican choice for 
President, supported Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio for the 
nomination. 

The more than 3000 persons 
who overflowed the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel’s ballroom inter- 
rupted MacArthur with applause 
time after time, prolonging his 
speech three minutes after his 
nation-wide broadcast time ex- 
pired. 

Urges Citizens to Rally. 

MacArthur, who was ousted 
from his Far East post by Presi- 
dent Truman and now is chairman 
of the board of Remington Rand, 
Inc., said it is “our duty as citi- 
zens to rally in firm support of 
the new Administration.” 

The former Far East com- 
mander said the present course 
in Korea was leading toward a 
world war. He then turned to 
his views on a possible solution. 

Saying conditions have changed 
in the 20 months since he left 


“the solution then available and 
capable of success is not now en- 
tirely applicable.” 

MacArthur’s proposals 20 
months ago included bombing of 
Red bases in Manchuria, block- 
ading the Communist China coast, 
and utilizing Nationalist Chinese 
forces stationed on Formosa. His 
ouster and proposals whipped up 
a controversy climaxed by a dra- 
matic series of congressional 
hearings. 

In his speech last night, Mac- 
Arthur did not say how he 
thought the “change in condi- 
tions” might alter his previous 
proposals. 

Attack on Truman Regime. 

The General repeated the sharp 
criticisms he leveled at the Tru- 
man administration in a series of 
speeches in various sections of 
the country prior to the national 
political conventions.

Vice Consul Is Interpreter. 

The recording, which takes 
three hours and 26 minutes of 
playing time, without. interrup- 
tions, was the result of question- 
ing of Romero by First Assistant 
Circuit Attorney John J. Kelly 
Jr. Romero, the 23-year-old metal 
plater, answers in Spanish and 
Luis Alva Cejudo, Mexican vice 
consul here, acts as interpreter. 

Alva took the stand at last 
night’s session and testified that 
some of his translations near the 
end of the recording -were “not 
quite correct.” He explained that 
the recording session had lasted 
more than five hours and that he 
had been undér a strain. 

Alva said he had volunteered 
to serve as interpreter in an ef- 
fort to get the true story of the 
Hotel Jefferson killing and to 
“help Romero.” 

At this point Rankin inter- 
rupted. 

“Are you under the impression 
that you are helping Romero by 
appearing here now?” he asked. 

Alva replied that he believed 
he was aiding Romero at the time 
the recording was made but that 
he was not so sure now. 

Alva Continues to Testify. 

Rankin informed Alva that he 
could claim diplomatic immunity 
and refuse to appear in the case. 
Judge Killoren interposed, stat- 
ing that the vice consul had per- 
mission to leave at any time. But 
Alva said American and Mexican 
consular officials had agreed to 
waive immunity in such cases and 
continued to testify. 

In the translation of Romero’s 
statement, he said that he met 
Mrs. Thompson, Kirkwood house- 
wife, in the lobby of Hotel Jeffer- 
son on the evening of June 20. 
They made a round of bars, he 
said, and after having several 
drinks at each place completed 
their rounds at a night club near 
Sixth and Pine streets. 

“I objected to going to this 
place,” Romero said, “but she said 
she wanted me to get acquainted 
with the people there.

and intricate problem. As he himself said before 
the election, “I’m not pretending there is any 
patent medicine way of solving the problem in 
Korea.” What he promised was to go there for 
the purpose of informing himself on what he 
laid down as the first task of his Administration 
-—an “early and honorable” end to the fighting. 

When he spoke to the press at Seoul, the 
general repeated that “we have no panaceas, no 
tricks of settling any problem.” And he added 
the significant observation: ‘How difficult it 
seems to be in a war of this kind to work out 
a plan that would bring a positive and definite 
victory without possibly running grave risk of 
enlarging the war.” 

This is now, as it always has been, the Gor- 
dian knot of Korea. Firebrands far from the 
fighting front who call for reckless action: to 
“win the war” seldom stop to think that this 
may not be a war which can be easily “won” 
merely by wishing to win it. Everybody prefers 
victory to stalemate. But if actions taken in pur- 
suit of a clearcut victory enlarge the war, the 
result may be not only no peace but no victory. 

Perhaps because he did not wish to risk off- 
hand comments that might do more harm than 
good, the President-elect made a statement to 
the press in Seoul but declined to answer ques- 
tions. With all respect for the special circum- 
stances under which his trip was undertaken, it 
must be hoped that he will not make this sort 
of “press conference” a precedent. The presi- 
dential press conference, with all its annoyances 
and sometimes embarrassments, is a. vital and 
most useful part of the American political sys- 
tem. Fears that Gen. Eisenhower might abandon 
or drastically alter it have undoubtedly been 
strengthened by the Seoul affair. We hope the 
President-elect will set these fears at rest at 
the earliest opportunity. 
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Why Kick the Russians Out? 


It would have been just as well if Maryland 
Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin’s pronouncement on 
how to treat the Russians had not gone beyond 
the Thoroughbred Racing Association to which 
it was addressed. 

In short, Gov. McKeldin wants the Russians 
thrown out of the United Nations for “treason.” 
But what good would it do to expel Russia or 
any other Communist government for.any rea- 
son whatsoever? | 

The Communists are annoying, irritating, re- 
calcitrant, stubborn, self-centered, hostile, unco- 
operative, bent on spreading their own propa- 
ganda, determined to frustrate the democracies 
and so on, and on, and on. The Russians are 
supporting aggression in Korea, and they may 
have an even bigger war in their plans. But 
would any of this be changed by reading them 
out of the U.N.? 

The fundamental purpose of the international 
organization is to provide a forum in which all 
nations can discuss all situations. The U.N. is 
postulated on disagreement among nations, even 
though its ultimate objective may be internation- 
al harmony. 

It is intended to offer an opportunity for the 
settlement of disputes by devices short of war. 
It cannot hope to accomplish this purpose if it 
becomes an organization only of like-minded 
governments, if all the trouble-makers are pushed 
outside. 

Granted that not much progress has been 
made by means of the U.N. toward settling the 
global split between the Communists and the 
West. But who can say that, without the con- 
tacts provided by the U.N., the split might not 
be even worse? And who will say that, so long 
as the rival factions meet in the U.N., there is 
not some measure of hope, slight as it may some- 
times seem? 


A New Ambassador to London 

Winthrop W. Aldrich, the choice of President- 
elect Eisenhower as Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, has many qualifications for this important 
post in the new administration. 

As a banker, Mr. Aldrich has distinguished 
himself by original thinking which did not al- 
ways follow the orthodox bankers’ line. In 1933, 
for example, he was ahead of the New Deal in 
urging the complete separation of security-sell- 
ing affiliates from all banks. In prewar days he 
was one of the first and firmest advocates of all- 
out aid to Britain. After the war, he strongly 
advocated the Marshall plan and other measures 
of a vigorous foreign policy to build up the 
strength of the Western world. 

Today an important test of basic attitudes on 
foreign policy is internafional trade. Are Ameri- 
cans willing to reduce tariffs and other barriers 
to trade in order to strengthen our friends over- 
seas? Mr. Aldrich is an advocate of lower tariffs. 
He beliéves in substituting “trade for aid.” His 
appointment will be widely welcomed by the 
British, and Gen. Eisenhower is to be congratu- 
lated for enlisting his services. 
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Rush to Fill a Vacancy 

How do the citizens of St. Lovis county's Third 
District feel about the election of their new 
county councilman? He was elected without ref- 
erence to them. 

In just one meeting of the County Council, all 
this happened: Arthur W. Schmid, Republican, 
resigned as Third District councilman. In a let- 
ter he proposed Mayor Eugene Buegchler of 
Vinita Park to serve out his term. The council 
promptly elected Buechler by 4 votes to 2. James 
A. Singer, Republican, and James McNary, Dem- 
ocrat, voted No. 

Singer and McNary had no objections to 
Mayor Buechler. They acknowledged that the 
council had legal responsibility for filling the 
vacancy. But Singer made a well-considered pro- 
test against the impulsive and impolitic way in 
which the work was done. 

Without much deliberation, the council simply

exact in all its détails, it may well be even more 
serious than expected. 

On the basis of figures submitted to the 
School Board's finance committee by Secretary- 
Treasurer Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, the system will 
be short some $4,500,000 in each of the next two 
fiscal years. The monéy will have to come from 
the taxpayer. 

The current school tax rate is $1.01 on the 
$100 property valuation. It is 12 cents more than 
the 89-cent maximum that the School Board can 
levy without a vote of the people, and authority 
to levy the additional 12 cents will expire next 
spring. Mr. Wiethaupt says the system may have 
to ask not only for an extension of the extra 12 
cents but for an additional 18 cents as well. That 
would be a total of 30 cents. Each cent brings 
in about $150,000. 

Proceeds of the 12-cent rise approved in May 
1951 have been employed to increase teachers’ 
salaries and provide a more equitable pension 
plan for all school employes. Obviously voters 
will have to approve an extension of these pro- 
visions or lose a great many school employes to 
other systems. 

The additional 18 cents represents the area 
in which the finance committee may be able to 
economize. It would bring in some $2,700,000, 
of which salaries would take a large share. Next 
year, for example, it will cost the board an ad- 
ditional $520,000 to pay the normal increment 
in teachers’ salaries, 

In the schools as elsewhere, budget requests 
usually contain some fat, and the finance com- 
mittee can be expected to make certain trims. 
How much can be trimmed is still uncertain, 
and it may not be until early next year that the 
essential needs of the system can be defined. 

. But the people are going to have the final say 
in the matter and certainly there will have to be 
ample justificatiOn for every penny of the high- 
er tax that will be asked. 
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More Dirt on the Waterfront 

For many years the New York waterfront has 
been a domain of. trouble. The New York State 
Crime Commission is the latest organization to 
investigate the underworld of the docks. 

The Kefauver Crime Committee observed the 
waterfront influence of the Anastasia brothers, 
one a notorious member of Murder, Inc. The 
New York City Citizens’ Anti-Crime Committee 
charged that key positions in the AFL longshore- 
men’s union were held by gunmen, bookies and 
gangsters. A Senate Preparedness subcommittee 
found that New York mobsters had invaded the 
wharves on the Jersey shore. 

Now the state commission is discovering much 
the same things. One stevedore company officer 
said he was forced to hire Anthony (Tough 
Tony) Anastasio. He added that Joe Ryan, brass- 
knuckled union boss, advised him to do so. An- 
other executive of a stevedore firm told about 
making hidden payments to officers of both the 
union and shipping companies. Presumably this 
was to smooth out stevedoring operations at both 
ends of the docks. 

But the strangest part of the testimony was a 
defense of the union’s shape-up system by a 
company officer. Under the shape-up, longshore- 
men gather at a dock job twice a day, and 
Ryan’s hiring bosses say who will work and 
who will not. This power has often fallen into 
the hands of hoodlums and Ied to a profitable 
racket, against a background of murder, smug- 
gling, thefts and kickbacks in all directions. 

The company witness said the shape-up was 
efficient. It is doubtful that maximum efficiency 
can be got by threats and rough stuff, enforced 
by gangsters and oiled by kickbacks. But for a 
long time now the union, the shipping firms and 
stevedore companies have accepted the system 
as a status quo. Until it is broken the docks of 
New York will harbor vicious rackets.

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Proposal From the County 

In announcing its objectives for 1953, the St. 
Louis County Chamber of Commerce ‘pays spe- 
cial and deserved attention to the related prob- 
lems of expressways, traffic control and mass 
transportation. President Girard C. Varnum calls 
for “full speed ahead” on the proposal for three 
radial expressways into downtown St. Louis, 
and has a constructive proposal to make on the 
disputed route of the Daniel Boone expressway. 

In effect, Mr. Varnum suggests that the Dan- 
jel Boone expressway be run through Brentwood, 
Richmond Heights and Maplewood instead of 
through University City and Clayton. The first 
three communities want such an expressway, he 
says, and the latter two are opposed to it. If the 
expressway were shifted to the south, according 
to Mr. Varnum, “there is every reason to believe 
that University City and Clayton will construct 
a highway to provide for local traffic relief over 
the same route where it is now proposed that 
the expressway be constructed.” The local road 
would require a narrower right-of-way and so 
would be less objectionable to citizens who op- 
posed the expressways 

Originally, the City Plan Commission also 
called for a local traffic thoroughfare north of 
Forest Park and a through-traffic expressway 
south of the park. When the state proposed that 
the northern route be used for its expressway 
instead, the city agreed. But the county disa- 
greed, and the result is that plans for the Dan- 
iel Boone route are up in the air. 

Is it impossible for both city and county to 
have a second look, and try to reconcile their 
differences? A city route that ends at Skinker 
boulevard, and a county route that ends some- 
where in Mill Creek valley, add up to no ex- 
pressway at all. As the County Chamber of Com- 
merce says, agreement is vital to assure that 
state and federal funds now available for the 
St. Louis area are spent here and not somewhere 
else.

Solid South: Cracked or Broken?

| Way cleared for new Rrty alignment, but when and how it will 
occur is obscure, says Harvard professor of government; G.O.P.

The way has been cleared for a recon- 
struction of political parties in the South. 
When that reorganization will occur and 
the shape it will take can now be only 
dimly perceived, but both factors will have 
more than regional importance. They will 
ultimately determine realignment of the 
national Democratic and Republican par- 
ties. 


This year Eisenhower’s professional 
Democratic support came from factional 
leaders most in harmony with orthodox 
Republicanism. Gov. Stevenson’s backers 
were chiefly from among leaders of fac- 
tions in accord with national Democratic 
tendencies. 


Such aspects of the immediate situation 
are clear enough. It is equally clear that 
no firmly based new Republican party has 
been established in any Southern state. 
But a huge Republican vote has been 
polled, and the cleavages within the Dem- 
ocratic party in the South have deepened. 

A prime error to avoid is to suppose 
that it is fruitful to talk about the South 
as a whole. 


For one group of states, those that have 
long had a Republican minority of sorts, 
the significance of the election can be as- 
sessed with some confidence. In Tennes- 
see, North Carolina, Virginia and Ken- 
tucky, Republicans have regularly polled 
fairly respectable votes. They have not 
often $ seriously threatened Democratic 
hegemony in statewide -affairs. but they 
have consistently won county and district 
offices in some areas. 


1952 as Compared With 1948 


Such clans of professional politicians 
bearing the Republican label and aspiring 
to local and state office put the Demo- 
cratic leadership under compulsions absent 
elsewhere in the South. In none of these 
states did Democratic officeholders desert 
publicly en masse to Eisenhower. Most 
Democratic professionals supported Stev- 
enson, although with varying degrees of 
enthusiasm. — 

The Democratic tradition plus the ef- 
forts of the Democratic leadership kept 
the Republican vote down to a few points 
more than the combined Republican and 
States’ Rights vote of 1948. The compara- 
tive figures make the picture clear: 

1948 1952 
Republican plus 
States’ Rights 

United States 47.5% 

Kentucky 42.8 

North Carolina 

Tennessee 

Virginia 

The basic explanation for the relatively 
small shift is simple. Southern Democratic 
politicians whose own careers may be cut 
short by a Republican tide usually regard 
open support of the head of the Republi- 
can ticket as a dispensable luxury. The 
leader of a state organization cannot long 
maintain a position that defeats his own 
candidates. 


Democrats Lose a Battle 


In short, in these states the Democrats 
lost or won a battle, not a war. Undoubt- 
edly there was some more or less durable 
realignment within the electorate, with a 
net accretion to the Republicans. Their 
improved competitive position ought to put 
the Democratic organizations on their met- 
tle lest they lose in state and local position. 


The difficulty comes in estimating the 
effects on the party system of the spurt in 
the Republican vote in those states whose 
Democratic politicians, untouched by Re- 
publican competition locally, were free to 
support or to bolt the national ticket. 


Consider the states that had gone for 
the States’ Rights candidates in 1948. It is 
not astonishing that they gave Eisenhower 
a heavy vote. What is astonishing is that 
it was not larger. In none of these states 
was the General able to equal the com- 
bined Republican and States’ Rights per- 
centage of the vote in 1948. The figures

for the 1948 Dixiecratic states, plus Geor- 


gia, are as follows:

Alabama 98.7% 
Georgia 38.6 
Louisiana 66.6

The significant factor in these states may 
turn out to be, not so much that the Re- 
publicans drew a big vote, but that the 
loyalist Democratic state leaders were able 
to hold their states even against the charis- 
ma of the General. 

In at least. some of the 1948 Dixiecrat 
states the day was carried by those fac- 
tions which by tradition and putlook are 
most disposed to collaborate on policy with 
the Northern wing of the party. 

In Louisiana, Senator Russell Long and 
former Gov. Earl Long led the fight for 
Stevenson, while Gov. Robert F. Kennon, 
current leader of the conservative Demo- 
cratic faction, threw his strength to the 
General.

Factional Warfare Threatens 


In South Carolina, Gov. James F. Byrnes 
and some of the low-county leaders lined 
up with the General, while Senator John- 
ston, an up-county leader strong in the 
textile centers, stood by the party. 

In Alabama, Senators Hill and John 
Sparkman had defeated the conservatives 
in a battle for control of the state commit- 
tee in the spring. In Mississippi, Gov. 
Hugh White talked much less like a Re- 
publican than did the prominent conserva- 
— Democrats who supported Gen. Eisen- 

ower. 


All this may mean that a step has been 
taken toward restoration of the Democratic 
party in these states to its Jacksonian pur- 
ity. Before hailing the purification of the 
party, it is well to pause. Although the 
loyalists won, they do not invariably con- 
trol their state governments or their state 
Democratic party machinery. Intense fac- 


tional battles are ahead in these states for . 


control of the Democratic label, for con- 
trol of Democratic electors, and for con- 
trol of state governments. 


Behind Ike's Texas Victory 


To be sharply differentiated from the 
states of the Deep South are Florida and 
Texas. These states are most ripe for ex- 
ploitation by the Republicans. The clearest 
opportunity exists—whether it will be util- 
ized is another question—to separate out 
neatly the conservative Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

In Texas, the leaders of the conservative 
Democratic faction, Gov. Allan Shivers and 
Senator-elect Price Daniel, carried the 
battle for Eisenhower, while Speaker Sam 
Rayburn pieced together the remnants of 
the party to fight for Stevenson. The con- 
servative Democrats managed an impres- 
sive shift of the vote to the Republicans. 
The figures for Texas and Florida (and 
Arkansas, to complete the record) were:

Between Book Ends 


A History of Violence 


BLOODY WILLIAMSON: A CHAPTER IN AMERICAN 
30 en eat" by Paul M. Angle. (Alfred A. Knopf, 
Pgs.,

Splendid is the best word I can think 
of to describe this book on Williamson 
county, Ill, and its long and turbulent 
history of violence. The author, a well- 
known Lincoln historian and director of 
the Chicago Historical Society, has not 
only drafted a factual and fair account of 
the county’s bloody history but a readable 
and gripping one as well. 


For 26 years this reviewer has been 
living amid the violence and corruption in 
this part of the Middle West; he has known 
most of the persons involved as well as 
the situations described. Since one mostly 
sees sensational or disterted accounts of 
the happenings in “Bloody Williamson,” it 

was with a feeling of 
weariness that I 
started reading this 
new work. That feel- 
ing was_ dissolved 
within a few pages. 
Writing with the ob- 
jectivity and balance 
of the trained histo- 
rian, Mr. Angle lets 
the facts speak for 
themselves. 

For instance, Mr, 
Angle makes it clear 
that S. Glenn Young, 
the two-gun Klans- 

Paul M. Angle man and former fed- 
eral agent, was right 

{in his claim that “beer joints” and dance 
halls in Williamson needed cleaning up. 
It was the ruthless manner in which he 
and his fellow Klansmen went about the 
job that led to so much grief. Mr. Angle 
makes understandable why the ministers 
and church people followed the bully 
Young, but at the same time he points 
out the unlawful dictatorship Young was 
responsible for. The reader sees, too, why 
Sheriff George Galligan had to resort to 
using the Shelton gangsters and their 
gambler friends in fighting the ruthless 
Klansmen under Young. 


The author is convincing {in his claim 
that Samuel T. Brush, coal mine operator, 
whose “rugged individualism” clashed with 
the miners on unionization in the Nineties, 
had many important factors on his side 
of the quarrel. On the other hand, he 
gives short shrift to W. J. Lester, absentee 
owner, whose importation of strikebreakers 
led to the Herrin Massacre. 


Opening his book with the Herrin affair, 
Mr. Angle backtracks to a little-known 
chapter in Williamson's  history—the 
Bloody Vendetta of 1868-76. After two 
chapters on the fights to unionize the 
mines, Angle goes into Klansman Young's 
devastating “clean-up.” The notorious 
Sheltons enter at this point, and the reader 
is taken through the Shelton-Birger gang 
war from 1926 to 1930, a vendetta which 
ends when Charlie Birger, about to be 
hanged, looks up at the spring sun and 
murmurs: “It is a beautiful world.”

Since Mao Tse-tung came to 
powet, China seems to have re- 
membered that Mongolia for 
many years was one of the prov- 
inces of the middle empire. 
Though things are outwardly 
calm, you feel that in Mongolia 
there is a certain amount of 
jockeying between Moscow and 
Peiping. , 

Tsedenbal, Mongolia’s Prime 
Minister, is never at home. He 
spends his time traveling between 
Moscow and Peiping. He was in 
Moscow in September while the 
Chinese premier, Chou En-lai, 
was negotiating for the return to 
his country of the Manchurian 
railway and Port Arthur, and he 
didn’t even have time to stop 
over in Ulan Bator before rush- 
ing from Moscow to Peiping, 
where he spent several weeks. 
Peiping, of course, is greatly in- 
creasing the number of economic 
and cultural missions to Ulan 
Bator. 

These signs point to the fact 
that China has not given up hope 
for regaining her hold over Outer 
Mongolia and eliminating Russian 
influence in the area.

In this part of the 
country, warm Gobi desert winds 
burn away all the vegetation on 
the southeastern slopes of the 
mountaing, but the nortliwestern 
slopes are heavily wooded. 

The inn was on the border be- 

tween the desert and the forest. 
Two hundred feet to one side 
was naked earth and two hundred 
feet in the opposite direction lay 
a beautiful forest of pine and 
cypress trees. 
__ We were warmly received. Mon- 
gol women hurried to prepare a 
meal. They were small and timid, 
but neat and clean. 

The Mongols have the same 
physical characteristics as the 
Eskimos; the same skin tones, the 
same bone structure and facial 
expressions, the same general 
height and the same bearing. The 
resemblance is striking. 

An Amazing Meal. 

At Ulan Bator I ate the most 
amazing meal of my life. The 
table was spread with a dozen 
dishes, all Mongol specialties, all 
prepared from food grown in the 
country. 

The main courses were mutton 
and wild boar. At breakfast the 
next morning, we were given fer- 
mented mare’s milk to drink. It 
had a bitter taste.

Ww. L. Davidson, director of the 
Atomic Energy Commission's of- 
fice of industrial development, 
told the N.A.M’s Congress of 
American Industry: - “There has 
yet been no great rush of indus- 
trialists anxious to invest millions 
in a nuclear power program; a 
few knocks on the door, perhaps, 
but no rush.” 

Davidson said industry has 
been reluctant to “plunge in a 
big way” into atomic power be- 
cause of the “truly big stakes in- 
volved.” 

“T think it can be safely said 
that industry will venture thou- 
sands of dollars in the hope of 
distant profits, hundreds of thou- 
sands on the hope of profits over 
the middle range, but when it 
gets into the millions of dollars, 
it must be a case of foreseeing 

e profits or the stock- 
holders will step in and take a 
hand,” he declared. 

| Security a Difficulty. 

While private industry is “up 
to its collective neck right now” 
in Government-sponsored atomic 
projects, the problem of trans- 
ferring atomic facilities from 
Government to private control 

resents huge difficulties, not the 
east of which is security, the 
AEC official said. 

But, he stressed, to become 
economically feasible, atomic 
power needs the spur of private 
com ition.

at present rates. 

“Before very long there is going 
to be a squeeze for energy,” he 
predicted.

Frank Approach to Budget 


HANKSGIVING and Christ- 

mas come so close together, 

they are hard on the food 
budget. The weeks in-between 
will be leaner than usual. That's 
when homemakers will favor less 
expensive types of meat and de- 
pend more or less, upon food 
stretchers for meat flavor. 

Frankfurters are a budget 
saver. Children often prefer them 
to steak and chops, the choice 
of older members of the “family, 
Grilled or broiled, youngsters 
like them with toasted rolls even 
when mashed potatoes and sauer- 
kraut or cabbage are served with 
them. 

Instead of potatoes, noodles 
may be used for a casserole or 
platter meal. A_ tasty tomato 
sauce may be mixed with the 
noodles before they’re placed in 
the casserole and topped with 
frankfurters. Then the dish is 
popped into the oven.

An even more attractive plat- 
ter has a ring of buttered noodles 
around the edges. In the center 
are piping hot  frankfurters 
topped with tomato sauce. Either 
broad or thin noodles or spa- 
ghetti may be used. 


Frankfurters With Noodles. 


One tablespoon salt, , three 
quarts boiling water, eight 
ounces egg noodles, one 104- 


ounce can tomato puree or to- 


mato sauce, one-fourth cup but- 
ter or margarine, one teaspoon 
brown sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
oregano, One pound frankfurters. 

Add salt to rapidly boiling 
water and gradually add noodles 
so that water continues to boil. 
Cook uncovered, stirring occas- 
ionally, until tender. Drain in 
colander. Combine puree or to- 
mato sauce, butter or margarine,

sugar and oregano. Cook over 
low heat two or three minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Cook frank- 
furters in boiling water, or saute 
over low heat in a skillet con- 
taining a little hot fat. Turn 
cooked noodles into a casserole, 
or onto a platter. Arrange frank- 
furters on top, and cover with 
tomato sauce. Yield: four to six 
servings. 


Easy Tomato Sauce. 


One medium-sized onion, two 
stalks celery, one-half green pep- 
per, two tablespoons ‘salad oil, 
one No. 2 can tomatoes, salt, 
pepper,: one-fourth teaspoon 
thyme, two tablespoons minced 
parsley. 

Peel and slice onion. Dice cel- 
ery and mince green pepper. 
Cook in salad oil at low heat two 
minutes. Add tomato and seas- 
onings, and cook uncovered 10 to 
15 minutes.

South now led the trump ten. 


East won and shifted to diamonds. . 


South won and, for no reason 
whatsoever, led another high 
trump from his own hand, leaving 
the queen blank in dummy. He 
then led his low club, but West 
ducked, and declarer was in trou- 


‘ble. He could not return to his 


own hand after cashing the spade 
queen (as a matter of fact, West 
could have put up the club ace 
and led another heart, with the 
same effect.) 

South’s fatal error was in leav- 
ing the spade queen on the board. 
All he had to do was to get one 
club trick and then draw trumps.

On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


HE forty-sixth annual Christ- 
mas Seal campaign of the Tu- 
berculosis and Health Society 


of St. Louis is now underway 


in the local area. It will continue 
through December as part of the 
nation-wide drive to raise funds 
for the crusade against tubercu- 
losis, one of America’s most se- 
rious communicable diseases. 
The National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation and its local affiliates 
have played a vital role in Amer- 
ica’s fight against tuberculosis. 
Since the turn of the century, an 
estimated 6,000,000 lives have 
been saved that would have been 
claimed by TB had the death rate 
continued at its 1900 pace.

YET DESPITE tremendous 
gains in the battle against tuber- 
culosis, the disease remains a 
major public health problem. To 
date this year 680 new cases and 
211 deaths from tuberculosis—a 
preventable disease—have been 
reported to the Health Division. 

To prevent these needless cases 
and deaths requires an intensified 
effort on the part of Both the 
official and voluntary agencies. 
To co-ordinate the community at- 
tack on tuberculosis it is impera- 
tive that the city government pro- 
vide for the immediate appoint- 
ment of a Tuberculosis Controller 
—a position which has now been 
vacant for over nine years. 

A chest X-ray is the most im- 
portant method used to discover 
tuberculosis in the early stages. 
The St. Louis Health Division 
maintains X-ray departments for 
this purpose at four of the mu- 
nicipal health centers. The Tuber- 
culosis Society co-operates with 
the Health Division in this im-

Southern 
Pacific rose more than 2 points 
and gains of more than a point 
each were set by Santa Fe, Nickel 
Plate and Southern Railway. St. 
Louis Southwestern issues, in the 
high-priced group, were strong— 
the common up 52 points and the 
preferred uD 25 points.
